In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an inten/iew with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing.

- The signature of the examiner who 'conducted the Interview (if Fonm is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

it is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the Interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Examiner noted that this case was recently transferred. The 
Examiner remembered a reference to Irvine (USPN 3334383) which appeared to be pertinent to this case, and cited it 
to Mr. Barr in order to advance prosecution. Mr. Barr proposed amendments to recite (1) that a bagging film was 
placed over the elastomeric caul, and (2) that the caul has a perimeter that is non-sealingly engaged to the mold such 
that applying the vacuum to the bagging film reduces the pressure between the caul and lay-up mandrel. Mr. Barr 
argued that this amendment would distinguish over the Waldrop method because Waldrop provides only inner and 
outer bags which are both sealed to the mold, but does not provide the non-sealingly engaged perimeter. Mr. Barr 
argued that in Irvine, there is no bagging film over the elastomeric material. The Examiner stated that in view of these 
new arguments, reconsideration of the references would be needed before agreement could be reached, but the 
references appeared to distinguish the claimed invention from Waldrop and Irvine. Additionally, it was discussed that 
the Mead reference was applied for teaching about the interchangeability of resin infusion and prepreg materials. The 
Examiner argued that bags (such as those of Waldrop) generally perform a shaping function, and asked if there was 
any arguments why a prepreg and resin infusion process could not be used interchangeably with the same bag-type 
shaping apparatuses. Mr. Barr aslo argued against the previous interpretation of a sprayed binder or tackifier in 
Waldrop (Par. 0026) as a prepreg material. The Examiner argued that the Waldrop reference specifically states 
impregnation with a binder, and therefore it was believed to be a prepreg, but asserted that there didn't appear to be 
any partial curing of the binder/tackifier of Waldrop. The Examiner stated that if this issue becomes critical, it may be 
overcome by a recitation that the claimed prepreg is b-staged or partially cured.
